MEMORANDA OF ROAD LAW. 

Surveyors duties:-To pu t the road in good repair, proper width, 
J* ° f rock *’ fallen timber, land elides, and to cut 

dead timber within 40 feet, to put guide boards at forks of road, 
foot logs for foot men. When the road is suddenly obstructed, he 
immediately call out sufficient Hands to open it, no matter how ina- 
ny days they hare worked, and can flue them for not obeying. 

Time to work roads is between the tR* 1st day of-April and the 1st 
day of 8ept each year, two days work to be done before June 1 

By paying 75 oenU commutation any pereon can refuse to work. 
Three days notice to be given. Number of days to work FOUR. 

. fnom liable to work are all male persons over SI and uudsr 50 
years of age, except paupers found in the precinct, preachers in 
charge of h churth. excused by the court The hands to attend with 
sufficient tools and if they rail to bring them or to work when thev 
do attend they oau be fined just as if they had sUyed awav. Thi 
tine in any case is Si J6 per day.

Surveyors may hire wagons, plows, scrapers, oxen, mules, or 
horses, upon fair terms, with gears for them, and if they can not be 
hired may impress them, the price to be paid by the county court.
